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Reward  still  offered

DPFW  sludeni  Marcy  L. 
Klotz,  19,  was  arrested  on 
Dec.  10,  1997.  on  two 
counts  of  false  reporting 
and  informing  in  connec- 
tion with  two  of  the  20- 
plus  bomb  threats  that  occurred  dur- 
ing the  fall  semester. 

If  convicted,  Klotz  could  face  a 
minimum  one  year  sentence  and  a 
$10,000  fine.  False  reporting  and 
informing  is  a  Class  D  felony. 

Klotz  was  initially  held  in  the 
Allen  County  Lockup  on  $2,500 
bond  for  each  count  before  being 
released  at  12:30  p.m.  Dec.  10,  on 
S5.000  bond. 

IPFW  received  more  than  20 
bomb  threats  during  the  fall  semes- 
ter. This  includes  two  during  finals 
week,  which  was  after  Klotz  had 
been  arrested.  Students  and  faculty 
were  beginning  to  complain  about 
the  recurring  class  interruptions 
when  a  55,000  reward  was  offered 
for  help  in  the  capture  of  the  suspect. 
According  to  the  Affidavit  of 
Probable  Cause  filed  in  Allen 
Superior  court  on  Dec.  9,  Klotz  is 
accused  of  reporting  "by  telephone, 
telegraph,  mail,  or  other  written  or 
oral  communication  that  the  person 
or  another  person  had  placed  or 
intended  to  place  an  explosive  or 
other  destructive  substance  in  a 
building  or  transportation  facility,  to 
wiL  by  reporting  by  telephone  on 
said  date  (Oct.  23  and  27]  that  a 
bomb  had  been  placed  in  a  building 
on  the  Indiana  University-Purdue 
University  at  Fort  Wayne  campus... 
knowing  the  report  to  be  false." 


On  the  dates  in  question,  Oct.  23 
and  27,  the  Affidavit  states  that  "on 
or  about  the  23rd  of  October,  1997, 
an  unknown  individual  described  as 
female  placed  a  call  to  the 
Classroom  Medical  Building  of  the 
IPFW  campus  and  slated  that  there 
was  a  bomb  in  the  building  that 
would  delonate  at  approximately 
11:00  ajn.  The  building  was  cleared 
and  no  explosive  was  found. 

"On  or  about  the  27th  of 
October,  1997.  a  phone  call  came  in 
to  Kettler  Hall  from  a  female  indi-

vidua!  staling  thai  a  bomb  was  in 
Kettler  Hall  and  would  go  off  at 
10:00  a.m.  Again,  the  building  was 
cleared  and  no  explosive  device  was 
found" 

Klotz's  arrest  came  after  two 
separate  individuals  reported  to 
IPFW  Police  and  Safety  on  Nov.  21 
that  each  had  information  related  to 
these  specific  bomb  threats 

"We  had  enough  information 
that  the  (county)  prosecutor  charged 
her  with  iwo  counts.  We  had  been 


following  up  leads  that  pointed  in 
her  direction  for  a  long  time.  We 
have  several  witnesses,"  said  Lauren 
DenHanog,  Chief  of  IPFW  Police 
and  Safely. 

A  S5000  reward  had  been 
offered  beginning  in  late  November 
in  the  hopes  of  calching  the  per- 
son(s)  responsible.  This  will  not  be 
awarded  unless  the  information 
leads  to  an  arrest  and  conviction  of 
the  person(s)  responsible  for  the 
threats. 

Since  an  arrest  has  occurred, 
DenHartog  is  quick  to  make  clarifi- 
cations about  the  S5000  reward. 

"If  someone  else  had  more 
information  about  this  case,  ihe 
reward  would  be  split  amongst  the 
informers.  If  ihe  information  wasn't 
related  to  the  same  case,  a  separate 
$5000  total  reward  would  still  stand. 
If  a  group  of  people  reported  infor- 
mation on  one  particular  suspect,  ihe 
reward  would  be  splil  amongst 
them,  Unrelated  person,  separate 
rewards.  But  this  is  only  rewarded  if 
the  information  leads  to  an  arrest 
and  conviction." 

Currently.  IPFW  Police  and 
Safely  are  following  up  on  more 
leads.  Accordingly,  they  would  like 
to  make  one  message  clear  io  all: 

"We  warn  the  message  to  get  out 
that  we're  not  playing  around  with 
this.  If  we  can  find  enough  evidence 
lo  charge  [someone],  then  we'll 
charge  [them].  This  is  a  serious 
crime. 

"Hopefully  studenl(s)  involved 
will  see  thai  this  is  no  joke.  It's  a 
Class  D  Felony,  and  will  follow 
them  for  life.  This  is  serious."

Students  work  at  Karrington  House

Although  generations  apart,  four 
IPFW  students  and  a  group  of  senior 
citizens  at  Karrington  House 
Assisted  Living  Cenier  have  found  a 
way  lo  bridge  the  generation  gap. 

The  four  students  involved  are 
taking  an  Introduction  to  Human 
Services  course.  As  part  of  their 
studies,  the  students  musi  interact 
with  some  residents  of  Karringion 
House  and  complete  a  "Growing 
Up"  booklet 

The  book  will  cover  information 
from  the  residents'  early  years.  It 
will  include  everything  from  jobs 
ihey  have  held  in  the  past,  to  what 
son  of  Christmas  traditions  they 
observed  as  children. 

After  Iheir  initial  hesitation,  ihe 
sludents  thought  the  clinical  require- 
ment was  a  greal  idea. 

"It  was  interesting  io  see  because 
we  lake  things  for  granied."  said 
student   Heidi  Hockemeyer.   "We 


know  our  mothers'  maiden  names 
and  stuff  like  that,  but  for  ihem,  i( 
was  harder  io  remember." 

"It's  a  great  siie,  I  like 
being  there,"  she  adds. 

A  source  of  inspiration  for  Heidi, 
was  Linda  Wheeler,  former  IPFW 
graduate  and  currently  Activities 
Director  at  Karringion  House. 

"Having  Linda  there  was  great, 
because  she  had  already  gone 
ihrough  ihe  program,"  Heidi  said. 

Wheeler  developed  the  idea  of 
having  Human  Services  students 
perform  their  clinical  at  Karringion 
House.  The  booklei  is  a  social  his- 
tory done  in  fill-in-ihe-blank  formal. 
"It's  a  good  program,"  Wheeler 
said  "Older  people  gel  io  interact 
with  ihe  younger  generation  and 
ihey  (older  people)  get  one-on-oDe 
attention." 

Wheeler,  who  graduated  from 
IPFW  seven  years  ago,  has  been  at 
Karrington  House  since  August 
The  clinical  has  another  benefit  for 
the  Karringion  residents:  it  forces 
Ihem  to  reminisce,  which  is  espe- 
cially important  for  Alzheimer's 
palienis. 

She  also  notes  thai  while  students 


were  worried  at  first  that  they 
would  nol  know  what  Ihey  were 
doing,  the  residents  have  been 
excited  since  the  first  meeiing 
Now,  however,  both  sides  are 
pleased  with  the  outcome  of  the  pro- 
ject. 

The  four  students  involved  in  the 
project  are  in  classes  held  by  associ- 
ate professors  Carol  Lctscrson  and 
Bob  Hawley.  Sludents  have  (o  be 
placed  in  a  clinical  site  relative  to 
the  class  they  are  taking. 

"I  think  students  have  learned 
respect  for  older  citizens  and  respect 
for  iheir  contributions,"  said 
Leiserson. 

Leiserson  also  found  that  stu- 
dents really  enjoyed  their  assign- 
ment. She  is  thankful  for  the  role 
Karrington  played  in  seeing  that  the 
students  were  supervised  so  (hat 
everything  went  smoothly. 

"I  appreciate  Iheir  supervision  of 
our  studenis  in  their  beautiful  facili- 
ty," she  said. 

These  Karrington  residents  will 
have  a  life  history  that  they  can  pass 
along  to  their  families  now,  or  save 
to  serve  as  an  heirloom  later.

GTE  has  one  plan  that 
charges  19  95/month  and  then 
charges  you  for  every  minute  Ihat 
you  use  a  cellular  phone,  i  Ik-  price 
on  this  plan  varies  from 
SO-45/minute  lo  S0.32/minu(e 
depending  on  how  much  you  use 
your  phone.  The  other  GTE  plan 
thai  was  listed  charges  major  cellu- 
lar phone  users  S199.95/monlh  with 
600    free    minutes    and    a

Centennial  Wireless  had  four 
plans  listed  on  website.  Two  were 
for  major  users,  so  I  will  not  men- 
lion  them.  The  PCS-30  plan  offers 
30  free  minutes  to  customers  for 
S29.95/month  and  S0.49/minuie 
thereafter  The  PCS-60  offers  60 
free  minutes  to  customers  for 
$39.95/monlh  and  SO  48/minuie 
thereafter. 

So  what  are  the  best  phones  and 
phone  services?  That  is  probably 
just  a  matter  of  personal  opinion. 
There  are  many  other  quality  cellu- 
lar phone  manufacturers  including 
Ericsson  and  Sony.  You  should  talk 
lo  an  authorized  dealer  before  mak- 
ing a  decision  on  what  phone  and 
service  to  purchase.  Also  look  at 
some  the  following  websites  for 
more  information:

Ducking  the  "dumb  jock" 
slereotype.  36  percent  of  IPFW's 
s i udent -athletes  achieved  grade 
point  averages  at  or  above  a  3.0 
during  the  past  semester 

Out  of  a  total  142  student  ath- 
leies,  18  made  me  Deans  List  grade 
point  average  of  3.5-4.0  and  34 
received  Coaches  Distinction  hon- 
ors which  is  a  3.0-3  5  grade  point 
average. 

Only  10  student  athletes  were 
found  to  have  deficient  grades 
while  the  cumulative  GPA  was  a 
whopping  2.70  exceeding  the 
NCAA  Division  1)  normal  GPA. 

"In  visiting  with  people  associ- 
ated with  IPFW  Athletics  over  the 
years,  it  would  appear  that  the 
1997-1998  year  is  probably  the  best 
year  academically  since  the  pro- 
gram began."  said  IPFW  Athletic 
Director  Butch  Perchan.

Perchan  seemed  very  exriled 
that  the  teams  did  so  well  in  the 
classroom  and  felt  a  certain  amount 
of  pride.

"Nexi  year  we  hope  to  continue 
this  trend  and  keep  lowering  the 
number  of  athletes  that  gel  poor 
grades."
